Freight Blockade Raised in East St. Louis 
—The Bridge & Tunnel Company Resumes 


The chief event of interest in connection 
‘with the local strike situation was the arrival 
this morning of General Secretary Frederick 
Turner and Wm. H. Malley, members of the 
General Executive Committee of the Knights 
of Labor. Messrs. Turner and Bailey 
ealled upon the Soint Executive Committee 
of District Assemblies 101, 9% and 17, and held 
a conference on the situation at this point, in 
in which the present condition of 
the strike was freely discussed. After 
the close of the conference Messrs. Turner and 
Bailey called at the office of Vice-President 
Hoxie for the purpose of learning his views | 
and of arranging for the proposed conference 
between Mr. Hoxie and the committee from 
his employes hereafter to be appointed. Mr. 
Hoxie was not in, and the representatives of 


the Knights left to call again this afternoon. 


In East St. Louis the railroad officials claim 
that the biockade of freight is broken and an- 
mnounce that they are ready to receive and 
handie all freight excepting that of a 
perishable nature, but although some 
freight was moved from the yards, the dead- 
lock continues, owing to the inability of the 
Transfer Company to resume work as they 
expected with a new force of employes. Sev- 
eral strikers were arrested to-dayin East St. 
Louis. 

The Iron Mountain, Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash on this side of the river are oper ating 
without interruption. 

Advices from all points where the strike ex- 
ists show slight changes in the situation. An 
impression prevails at Little Rock, Ark., 
where some of the strikers have re- 
turned to work, that the present 
settlement is only temporary and that the 
trouble will break out afresh on a more exten- 
sive scale than before. At St. Joseph, Kansas 
City, Atchison and other places, trains are 
moving without obstruction.

The Freight Blockade Broken To-day—A 
Striker Arrested. 

The freight blockade onthe East side was 
broken to-day, switching in all the various 
yards was allowed to progress without inter - 
ruption, a numder of trains were sent 
out, and ft will only be a question 
of a few days when tramie will be 
probably fully resumed. The (Chicago

Between the Hartington Whigs and 
the Tories there is no barrier but the feudal 
memory of along political strife be- 
tween rival families of aristocrats. Both 
are equally committed to the traditional 
policy of England toward Ireland, and to 
the conservation of class privileges and 
landlord interests. In defense of these 
they might be expected to ignore old per- 
sonal rivalries for a while and combine 
against GLaDsTONE.

AN alarming increase was effected in the 
ranks of the unemployed in England some 
weeksago bythe discharge of 800 workmen 
from the Government arms factory.

On Monday, 
influenced by the report that an agreement 
had been reached, it bounded to 109%, at 
which figure there were heavy sales. When it 
became known thatGould had backed out 
of his agreement with Powderly and that 
fresh negotiations were necessary, there was 
another big decline, and Tuesday morning 
the stock opened at 105, sold as low as 104%, 
and closed at 106. A settlement of the strike 
having been reached, jt is now probable that 
the stock will recover its old strength. These 
heavy fluctuations mean a great deal of money 
for speculators who know what to expect. 
Jay Gould is the man who caused the fluctua- 
tions, and is h to be doubted that he took ad- 
vantage of them? Further than that, is there 
any reason to believe that he has had any 
other motive in his capricious course during 
the last few days than the manipulation of 
the market?

The Rev. Dr. Milburn, the blind Chap- 
lain of the House of Representatives, 
whose prayers are just now creating a sen- 
sation, isa remarkable man in more than 
one res . Forty-three years ago he 
was told by eminent doctors t he would 
be dead within six months, and since that 
he has traveled by actual computation 
1,500,000 miles in his vocation. He 
is now physically, although in his 64th 

r, as strong and robust as most men of 

, and his intellect is of more than com- 
mon power. He can give more accurate 
d ptions of Westminster Abbey, Co- 
logne Cathedral, Notre Dame, and the 
other Old World monuments he has vis- 
ited than can the ority of those pe 
sons who have not been dependent on 
other people’s eyes and on their sense of 
touch. He can describe the rocky outlines 
and mountainous declivities of the Sierras 
and of the Rocky Mountains and the pic- 
turesque beauties of the Blue Ridge 
with a force and vigor combined 
accuracy rarely 9 ed, even by writers 
who still retain their sight, while he has 
been blind since he was 5 years old. It is 
his wonderful power of thus describing in 
‘imple language the concrete things of life 
thatrenders his sermons and prayers 80 
forceful and attracts tothem such wide- 
spread attention. His first invocation to 
a ct notice in the House was a vigorous 
denunciation of stock gambling, but yes- 
terday he cast all previous utterances in 
the shade by referring to the present labor 
troubles in such a manner ag to call forth 
from a Representative the remark that it 
was an incendi — he

“I believe,’’ said he, in answer to a 
query from the reporter, ‘‘that prayer isa 
statement of our needs to God. D fferent 
states of society, of course, have different 
needs. In medieval times the prayers 
which were used and which have come 
down to us on vellum and parchment, ex- 
pressed but few and simple wants. The 
conditions of society to-day are much 
more complex than they were then, and it 
is impossible for me as Chaplain of the 
House to express all the needs of this so- 
ciety in a prayer of the necessary brief- 
ness. Accordingly I have had to deal 
them forth piecemeal, as it were. I have 
been struck by the evils existing in 
our time, and 1 think I am justi- 
fied in petitioning the Almighty for 
their oorrection. I see Mr. James this 
morning objected to 14 prayer as an in- 
cendiary speech. But I have no desire to 
get up and make speeches before Con- 
ess, and I am more conservative than 
neendiary. I have not made use of the 
same pra twice this session. I believe 
the true nciple of prayer is contained 
in the Lord's ayer—that which com- 
monly goes by that name. But later, if 
you remember, St. John gives us another 
and much longer — ay n which Christ 
devotes a whole chapter to explaining the 
needs of His disciples and telling them 
8 they were and what they were going 
@. 
Are your prayers made on behalf of 
Congressmen in particular? For instance, 
in that of a few days ago, when you 
made reference to bucket shops and stock 
gambling!“ 
Oh, no. I had no one Congressman in 
my mind when I made that prayer. But 
when I speak as the Chaplain of the 
House to the Representatives of the peo- 
ple, I feel that I am addressing the nation 
and am their representative. I am told 
by men who are in positions to be able to 
judge that the South has lost 
since the war in wheat and 
cotton mbling a billion of money. 
One small Southern town, the editor of a 
newspaper tells me, has lost in the last 
twenty years over $10,000,000 in this same
